For the Cows

It Mas (City Ownership.

According to an authority on feed­ 
ing, buying grain for cows is a mat 
tor that takes considerable nerve at 
tho present price on the market. 
It is 
a question, too, that takes a lot of 
thought and study. 
Many fanners are 
asking their neighbors what they feed 
and how much. 
Many are putting 
more thought and study into Just such 
questions as feed and feeding, where­ 
as tweuty years ago almost any way 
and any kind of feed would do. 
The great question of today with 
the dairym an Is w hat to feed and how 
much 
it is a question that needs the 
closest attention. 
But how shall the 
man care for his cows under the farm 
conditions and conveniences that are 
at the command of the ordinary farm ­ 
er? 
When the cow is on full feed of 
grass little thought need be taken of 
her, but this is comparatively a small 
part of the year, anti, in fact, some 
practice f e e in g something the entire 
year. 
A small amount of grain fed even 
on the Hush of feed will repay tile 
owner 
in fact, some fan n ers prac­ 
tice feeding ensilage also when on 
grass 
When it comes a little later 
in the season the weather gets hot and 
the flies are troublesome, 
it is abso­ 
lutely necessary to feed something in 
connection 
with pasturage to main­ 
tain anything like a full flow of milk 
The ration for a cow should be gov­ 
erned, of course, according to the abl! 
Ity of the cow to assim ilate her food 
and convert It Into milk. 
It is impos­ 
sible to lay down any rules to go by. 
but feed tile cows ail they will take 
and make proper use of 
Some con 
tend that eight pounds of grain per 
day Is enough for on average cow. but 
it is not. 
A good rational way to feed 
a 
cow 
Is to commence 
when 
she 
freshens with five or six pounds a 
day, begin to increase the feed and 
gradually do so as long as you can in­ 
crease the flow of milk and are sure 
that 
aho is properly digesting 
her 
food 
It always pays to fen! the cow nil 
that she can convert Into milk with­ 
out waste, provided one has a grain 
ration that balances up ou a ratio of 
I to 5.5 or thereabout*. 
Take farm 
grown grains and buy enough wheat 
bran, 
oilrneal. 
cottonseed 
meal 
or 
tom e of the protein feeds to balance 
up the radon 
What is a balanced ra ­ 
tion? It is the proper am ount of feed

It was this: A man could 
only gain the privilege of dancing w ith

Senator 
after Hie failure of the 
cause he had advocated continued a 
suitor for Carey B enkard’s hand. Moro 
shrew d than most of his com patriots 
at the beginning of the war, lie had 
sold Ids s l a v e s and put the money In 
blockade runners.

All Assisted 
In Aiding 
Pond Creek, 
Okla., to Publicly Conduct W ater and 
Lighting Plants, Making It the Best 
Kept Town In the State. 


Sixteen years ago the first street 
lights of Pond Creek, 300 miles south­ 
west of K ausas City, in G ran t county, 
Okla., w ere the campfires of the set­ 
tlers, says the K ansas City Star. T hat 
was the night of the opening, when 
thousands 
of 
home seekers 
rushed 
madly across the prairie. 
T he 4,000 or 
more persons, mostly men, who stop­ 
ped on the town site of Pond Creek 
were not disposed to give the street 
lighting question even as much as a 
thought. 
They were interested In find­ 
ing homes, establishing a business and 
supplying the imm ediate necessities of 
life. 
Sixteen years after the opening a 
visitor stopped in Pond Creek several 
days. 
H is first night there was a rev­ 
elation. 
H ere was a town of 1,500 In­ 
habitants enjoying everything th a t he 
enjoyed in the city. 
T here was an 
electric light at every corner, and on 
his way downtown he passed com­ 
fortable home's, surrounded by groves 
of trees and large lawus, kept gt*3en 
by the city water, 
On reaching Main 
street 
the 
visitor 
noticed 
several 
groups of men talking in fro n t of the 
postoffice and t tie two dru g stores. 
They were quiet enough. 
No bauds 
were marching down the street, but 
why was the street so brilliantly light­ 
ed? 
“ Is there anything going ou bere to­ 
night?*' 
There W’ould be n wild w est show in 
town tomorrow, the Pond Creeker told 
him. 
“ But you don t put up lights like 
those for a show ?’’ 
“Not unless the show com es to stay, 
aud thou maybe it might claim them .” 
The c ity man bad ju st one more ques­ 
tion: 
“How* do you do it with only 1,500 
population to pay the bill?’' he asked. 
“ Municipal ownership.'' 
The city man stood in the middle of 
the street. 
In front of him were six 
great electric arches, reaching from 
ime sidewalk to the other. 
Each arch 
contained twenty five high power in­ 
ert odes* ent 
lights, 
while 
from 
the 
store windows others lighted the side­ 
walks. 
M erchants down 
the street 
were w ashing off the cem ent walks 
with bose sprays. 
The uext day 
ii business man ex­ 
plained how Pond Creek could afford 
these t h i n g s - electric lights aud w a­ 
terw orks—that much older and larger 
places feared to dream of, much less 
enjoy. 
A Im lilt six years ago the question of 
fire protection aud w ater supply was 
agitated by a few of the progressive 
business men. T he tow n council called 
s siKHial election, aud the people a u ­ 
thorizes! a boud Issue for $25,000. A 
pumping station was built, wells were 
sunk, mains laid, and a steel pressure 
tank was placed in a corner of tha 
public park on 
Main street. 
Three 
.lear* ago a second boud issue of $15,- 
OOO was voted, but only $3,000 of it 
was used. to extend tile w ater mains. 
The entire w ater system is controlled 
by a com mittee appointed by the coun­ 
cil, aud the service is both adequate 
and excellent. 
A promoter obtained a franchise for 
an electric light plant. 
Ile planted a 
few poles and strung wires on them, 
but the old gasoline lamps on Main 
street continued to Im itate electric arc 
lights 
'I la; promoter had failed, aud 
the city was forced to assum e the 
control of Its second public utility. 
With the rem ainder of the $15,000 
boud Issue the council purchased the 
prom oter's poles and with them his 
franchise, that still had some twenty 
years to ruu. 
An electric light plant 
was built. 
It has been in operation 
for several 
months, aud the entire 
town is lighted. 
Now tile business 
men and the council are discussing a 
plan to unite the w ater aud electric 
light pluiita that both may be operated 
from one power u n it 
“ Who Is responsible for the munic­ 
ipal ow nership idea? Burely some citi­ 
zen took the lead In advocating these 
things.'' 
The business men who were asked 
this question didu’t know that liny 
one man iii Fond Creek could be given 
credit 
without detracting from the 
credit that others should receive. Ev­ 
ery man was a booster, they explain­ 
ed, and, while the mayors ami council­ 
men really did the work, the people 
encouraged them, with the result that 
Fond Creek became the best lighted 
town iu northern Oklahoma. 
Munic­ 
ipal ownership was the agency and 
united energy the cause.

E N E M Y . 
Ju n e is the month when careful in­ 
spection should be made of the young 
apple and pear trees to see that the 
newly 
hutched 
larvae of tho borel 
beetle are headed off. 
W hile some or­ 
chardists 
incase the trunks of the 
young trees with w rappers of one kind 
or another, which extend a couple of 
inches into the soil, or paint the trunks 
with w hitewash in 
which a rather 
strong solution of carbolic a d d has 
been added, these precautions should 
not be allowed to take the place of an 
individual tree inspection. 
This is best 
done by keeping all grass uud weeds 
hoed aw ay from the trunk of the tree, 
getting down on ull fours and careful­ 
ly scraping the bark for a couple of 
inches below the surface of the ground 
with a sharp knife, a curved bladed 
pruning knife belug preferable. 
The 
presence of Hie newly hutched borers 
will be indicated by a drop of discolor 
cd sap exuding from tile bark or a tiny 
bit of brown wood dust. 
If the borers 
have been in Hie tree a year or more 
this brown excreta will be considera­ 
ble, tile adjacent bark giving a hollow 
sound when scraped with the kulfe. 
This dead bark should lie carefully 
pared aw ay and the liorer or borers lo­ 
cated. for sometim es four or five will 
be cating the life out of the sam e tree. 
Borers of the preceding y ear’s hatch 
usually work dow ti aud sidew ays from 
the 
point 
of eu tranee, 
while those 
which have been in the tree two sea 
sons are deeply b<*dded in the wood 
and are usually working up prepuru 
tory to their change to the beetle stage 
uud em ergence from the tree in this 
form some tim e in June. 
While a pl in 
hie wire Is good for reaching these 
pests, a little peeled tw ig will answer 
Hie purpose nicely, the use of it often 
preventing u serious cutting of the 
bark and tree. 
When the lu rers have 
been cleaned out tbe wounds should la* 
packed tight with moist soil. so as to 
bn M e n tile healing process. 
There is 
no other single |x*st which din** as 
much prim ary dam age to fruit trees as 
lurers, yet there is uo orchard e n e m y 
which the novice seems to know so lit­ 
tle atiout.

JUNE ON THE GREAT LAKES

H A N D T H IN N IN G OF FRUITS. 
When dauber of frost Is past and it 
Is apparent that tbe trees have set 
more fruit than their size would seem 
to iudicate that it will be possible for 
them to briny to a good sized m aturity. 
hand thinning should be resorted to. 
Tills will not only reduce the number, 
but will at the same tim e Improve both 
the size and quality of the fruit re­ 
maining. the total w eight or volume of 
fruit not being reduced by the process, 
but simply 
tieing confined beneath 
fewer skins. 
Tile thinning Iii most of 
the western orchard districts Is done 
w hen Hie apple* are uisnit the size of 
a shelhxl walnut, and the practice is to 
leave uo fruit on the trees closer than 
six inches. 
The sam e rule holds for 
pears, while for sm aller fruits, such as 
peaches and apricots, tin* distance at 
which tin* fruit Is left ap art is about 
four inches, varying som ew hat ii|>on 
the variety and size which It usually 
attains, 
if the thinning is carefully 
done much defective fruit 
may 
ti** 
eliminated in tile process, tints m in c ­ 
ing Hie num ber of culls will Ii will 
have to be handled at harvest time.

If any of our readers have been be­ 
lated. as the writer has been, iii the 
setting of fruit or allude trees, the 
fault may be remedied In part by a 
judicious watering, care being taken 
to see that tbe ground is mellowed 
shortly after the w atering is done so 
as to prevent the form ation of a crust 
about the tree. while Hie application 
of a shovelful of well rotted manure 
through which the rain or w ater arti­ 
ficially applied can souk is an excel­ 
lent aid in enabling tbe tree to make 
up for the lost time.
